—The European Commission on 
Human Rights said today that 
Britain failed to adhere to the 
Convention on Human Rights in 
Northern Ireland. Except for 
24 cages of torture and fl-treat- 
ment of political prisoners, how- 
ever, the commission said that 
this was justified by the extreme 
situation. 

The commission also found 
that the measures of internment 
and detention taken by Britain 
did Dot amount to discrimination 
against the Roman Catholic 
minority in Ulster. 

Purthermore, the commission 
did not accent the charge of the 
Irish Republic that Britain had 
Tailed to respect the treaty’s gen- 
eral provision that the signers 
“shall secure to everyone within 
their jurisdiction the rights and 
freedoms defined in Section 1 of 
the convention.” 

‘The commission's findings were 
disclosed in a 687-pege report 
that wes adopted on Jan. 25 but 
not published until today becanse 
of the necessity of omitting 
names for reasons of security. 
There are thousands of pages of 
investigations, testimony and 
other documents that remain un- 
published.

TRIPOLI. Libya, Sept. 2 (AP). 
—Libra'’s lender, Col. Moamer 
Qadhafl, hag extended an olive 
branch to Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat, saying: “No Libyan 
soldier ἘΠῚ ever fight his Eeyp- 
tian brothers."

Lockheed Doubts Authenticity 
Of Notes Naming Andreotti 


BURBANE, Calif. Sept. 2 
{4P).—Documents alleging that 
Giulio Andreotti, the new Italian 
Premier, received $28,000 in bribes 
from the Lockheed Aircraft Corp. 
probably were forged, a Lockheed 
Spokesman hes said. 

The ftalian magazine L'Es- 
presso published an article this 
week charging that Mr. An- 
dreottl received the money from 
the aerospace firm in exchange 
for his aid in promoting aircraft 
sales to Italy. 

it was the first time Mr. An- 
dreottl had been Imked to the 
Lockheed affair. He called the 
article “a matter of pure fic- 
tion.” 

L’Espresso itself expressed some 
reservations about the docu- 
ments and the timing of the 
leak. But the magazine said it 
investigated the authenticity of 
the documents for two weeks and 
concluded that they should be 
published to contribute to 5 
search for the froth. 

Company Opinion 

“Based on discussions with 
knowledgeable Lockheed person- 
nel, the company is of the opin- 
jon the documents appear to be 
forgeries," Lockheed said im a 
statement, 

The documents sllegediy are 
intoroffice memos describing pay- 
ments of $28,000 to Mr. Andreott! 
and of $32,000 to other influential 
Itelian officials. 

Lockheed spokesman Grover 
Nobles said several factors sug- 
gested that the memos were 
forged. 

“For example, the handwritten 
memo attributed to Dale A. Dan- 
iels in April of 1970, indicating 
he was to set up an appointment 
for A. Carl Kotchian [a former 
Lockheed vice-president] with 
Minister Andreotti, is indeed 
strange.”

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The Touch of Lockheed 


The Nebherlands is the latest country to 
have suffered what might be called a touch 
of Lockheed. a particularly painful political 
disease that could be contracted, apparently, 
by almost anybody in recent years who sim- 
ply looked like a prospective purchaser of 
Lockheed's aircraft. The disease was in- 
duced by that company's compulsion to en~ 
courage customers by bribing them. From 
the standpoint of the victim, the bribes 
themselves are not the painful part—it is 
only when they come to light that they 
begin to hurt. That's what's happening now 
in the Netherlands: an official inquiry has 
found that Prince Bernhard. the Queen’s 
husband and a man widely honored as an 
ambassador of Dutch industry and a leader 
in international good causes, dealt secretiy 
with Lockheed over the years in “unaccept- 
able” ways. While no evidence was found 
that ne pocketed money or affected Dutch 
‘procurement policy, the inquiry did establish 
ἃ pattern of contacts so pervasive and dub- 
Jous as to lead the prince himself to relin- 
quish all his official and business posts and 
to concede he had acted “along wrong lines.” 
This response helped eonvince the Dutch 
government not to pursue prosecution, as 2 
few deputies, holding up the banner of equal~ 
ity before the law, wished to do. Thus 2 
grave constitutional crisis was averted, for 
it was widely expected that if her husband 
‘were prosecuted Queen Juliana would have 
abdicated. The Dutch are left to ponder 
the reconciliation of the profound trust they 
have traditionally reposed in the royal 
family with the corruptions of power. 

The Netherlands may be recovering, how- 
ever agonizingly, from its touch of Lockheed. 
But the disease is still acute in Japan, where 
a former Premier currently out of jail on 
bond is to go on trial on bribery charges.

Some people myopically argue that it is only 
the disclosure of the corruption that is 
troublesome—but that is a cynical viewpoint 
which overlooks the fact that in open dem- 
ocratic societies, disclosure 15 not only “nor- 
mal” and expectable but desirable, the very 
method by which the society works. Cor- 
porate self-correction. whether instituted by 
officers or directors or stockholders, offers 
one answer. Continuing review by the 
Securities & Exchange Commission and 
congressional investigations, like the one by 
the Senate Multinational Corporations Sub- 
committee which produced the Lockheed In- 
formation, provide another sort of answer. 
But there should also be legislation requir- 
ing prompt public disclosure of corporate 
payments made abroad to promote sales.

Above all, a 
public attitude needs to be shaped and 
sharpened: Corporate bribery is wrong.
